SAN FRANCISCO, January 24.—The at- 


tendance at the McWliirtcr trial to re- 
cover insurance money increases daily. 
Today the attorneys had a lively battle, 
but Judge Gilbert wag not long in sup- 
pressing it, and warned the lawyers 011 
both Bides that they must refrain from 
such nets. Attorneys Campbell mid 
Budd, representing the insurance com- 
pany, demanded that all letters passing 
between the interested parties connected 
with the case should be produced. They 
did not succeed in getting any, as At- 
torney Thornton said he had none. 


W. W. Phillips, president of the 


.Partners Bank of Fresno, was the first 
witness for the defense. He testified 
how McWliirtcr had borrowed money 
from liis bank which bad been repaid 
.after MuWhirter'a death. Phillips sold 
he considered Mc\Vhirter an honorable, 
upright man. 


Dr. A. J. Pedlar of Fresno testified he 


had attended McWhirter after he was 
wounded. .The witness described thu 
wound and said it was powder burned. 
He did not think MuWhlrtor could 
have fired two shots after he had re- 
ceived the bullet in his heart. 


Mrs. .Nannie C. McWhirtcr, widow 


and plaintiff, was the next witness. 


-She testified that she received a letter 


which lier husband left her, giving in- 
structions as to what he wished her to 
do after his death. It was brought to 
her by her brother or another irentle- 
man, she was not sure which. It was 
with some oilier papers Ijelonging to 
her husband, and wns placed in a tin 
bos nta bank. She looked for the letter 
at the time of the Heath trial, but had 
been miablo to find it. It bad been 
mislaid \vhik: she was east.

ation," and the laOy in widow's weeds 
stepped down from the witness fit and. 


A. Wurnekros, a gutiHiniLli of Fresno, 


described the two revolvers found in 
McWliirLcr'o b:u:k yard.

tion. They are both 40-caliber Colt's. 
One was distinctly admitted by Mr. 
Thornton to ho McWhirtcr's pistol, 
while the other with a triangle and II 
marked on it was not admitted to have 
been thy property of the deceased. The 
one owned by Mc\yiiirler is a now navy, 
while the oilier is an old fashioned 
Colt's.

A GOVJSRN.MENT OFFICER SEEKS 


INFORMATION. 


Ghnrlrs W. Irish Investigating the 


Irrigation Systems of This 


County. 


Charles W. Irish of Washington, D. 


0., chief of the office of irrigation in- 
niiry, United Statua department of ag- 
riculture, will bo in Fresno today ami 
oinorrow to secure data regarding tho 
mictical results of irrigation, and so- 
icite a call from farmers, horticulturists, 
etc., in order to cbSain from them an 
account of their actual experience in 
farming under a system of irrigation. 


Mr. Irish, who is, by the way,!ll 
•other of John I*. Irish of Han Fran- 


:!HCO, is accompanied by his daughter, 
yilss Elizabeth Irish, an accompli shed 
slenoKrapher, wlio will take down tho 
slalements of thoso who favor him 
with a visit. Tho data Mr. Irinh will 
;athcr arc to ho published in book form 
jy the department of agriculture. 


The object of the inquiry is explained 


n a circular mailed by Mr. Irish to 
'nrmert) in tho different localities where 
rrigation is practiced, and from which 
.he following \i an extract: 


"Sut: The United States department 


of agriculture, through its division of 
rrigation inquiry, sends out this circu- 
lar letter to the practical men who have 
liy their own efforts successfully brought 
under cultivation large ami small farms 
by means of a system of irrigation 
wholly of their own devising. It is with 
a view to securing the valuable practical 
results of your labors in this important 
lield of improvement and production 
iliat the following questions have been 
framed and sent to you, with tiie request 
that you will kindly answer them at 
your leisure, 


"It is hoped in this way to get from 


the practical irrigationist information 
which will, through the reports of tho 
department of agriculture, be of great 
use not only .to thoso engaged in the 
practical cultivation of the soil by such 
means, hut will 1« a guide to the intend- 
ing immigrant and a source of useful in- 
formation to congress; thereby aiding 
Lluit body to intelligently legislate for 
Lhe good of tho settlers upon the arid 
lands of the United States, and thus be 
a valuable source ol information to all 
concerned. It is to he remembered that 
the subject of practical irrigation has 
not as yet been written upon from a 
practical standpoint. It is the object of 
this oiiice to place your views of it and 
Lhc results of your work before the peo- 
ple of the United States, hy means of 
your own statements regarding it." 


The questions refer to the kind of land 


cultivated, 
whether clay soil, loam 


sandy, white ash, etc., cost per acre to 
get water upon the laud, what system of 
irrigation is used, how many times the 
land is irrigated (luring the growing sea- 
Eon, 
fionrces 
of the water—whether 


river, spring, well or reservoir, etc; 
quantity of water used, to ho given in 
cubic feet per second or otherwise meas- 
ured; condition of ditch, whether regu- 
lar ami smooth on sides and bottom or 
the opposite; quantity of wheat, oats, 
rye, barley, hay, corn, fruit, etc., raised 
per acre on land irrigated. 


Mr. Irish has already inspected tho 


irrigation systems of Utah, Colorado, 
New Mexico and Arizona and of some 
portions of California. He is much in- 
terested in the work and ia prosecuting 
it diligently. From Fresno lie will go 
to liakcrsfield and thence to Los An- 
geles, where ho will spend some time 
investigating tho mysterious Salton lake. 
He is staying at the Hughes.

IT iiEQiNS to look as though the adminis- 


tration were determined lo seriously crip- 
ple if not absolutely defitroy the domestic 
sugar industry by putting foreign sugar 
on the free list and repealing the bounty. 
This is a serious natter for California. 
Speaking of the beet sugar industry ii 
this state, the Chronicle says: 


Only yesterday we were told that the 


Watsonville beet sugar factory just 
closed its annual .run, having reduced 
64,500 tons of heels grown in £untu 
Clara aud Monterey counties, for whicl: 
the growers received $5 n ton, and tlu 
output of which was about 7800 tone of 
raw sugar. The results of tho Chino 
and Alvarado beet sugar factories are 
yet to be received. That is the showing 
of a single factory for the season of 
1893-4, but if the bounty be removed 
from domestic sugar the results for 
18U4-6 may be summed up in a single 
word—nil. We cannot make beet sugar 
in competition with foreign cane sugar, 
especially if it is not dutiable. This 
magnificent industry will be ruined as 
completely as though Cleveland and the 
Democratic party had confiscated the 
plant and sown salt on the beet fields. 


Let it be remembered, too, that if the 


bounty clause of the McKinley bill be 
repealed and a duty imposed on im- 
ported sugar it will not help Cnlifornii 
sugar growers, for the reciprocity treaty 
with Hawaii has never been repealed in 
terms, and as soon as foreign sugar is 
made dutiable the exception in favor o 
Hawaii is revivified, and sugar from 
Hawaii comes in free. If we could get 
for enough below the surface we might 
fiod that the Hawaiian question and 
the sugar bountv question are very 
closely related in Cleveland's mind, and 
that sugar is a potent factor in deter- 
mining the issue. 


Our Democratic senator and'congress- 


men must show their lands on this 
question of sugar. There is no dodging 
or evading it. They, know very wel 
that the sugar bounty has given to yali- 
fornia a new and flourishing industry- 
one that helps the farmer, the laborer 
the merchant, the middleman and tlu 
irmnufacturer, and does not increase tin 
COflt of eujfsr to the consumer. They 
must make their choice between th 
Democratic platform and the people o 
California. They cannot flhuttheireye 
to the question, for it is palpable and 
visible. They must decide and decide 
very quickly, whether they represen 
the people "of California or whethe 
they will l>e classed with the cuckoo 
who repeat their harsh and silly note 
only when the While House clock mark 
the'hour.

existing, 


but to new industries and resources 
requiring capital for their develop- 
ment. Our undeveloped mines, wealth 
of timber, 
tho 
orange belt, olive 


culture, grape syrup manufacture, de- 
velopment and transmission of power 
from the San Joncruin river, West Side 
lands, and other topics tending to inter- 
est HIH! attract capital to tbe county will 
be dwelt upon. 
Useful information for 


intending =ottlers, such as land values, 
water rights, coat of water, variety of 
soils, cost of living, etc., will also be 
given. The pamphlet will be illustrated 
with photogravures of tbe court house, 
public schools, residences, palm ave- 
nues, packing houses, business blocks 
and other illustrations representing the 
raisin, lumber, fannum mid imnini' 
interests. 


There is to be an entire absence of the 
"boom" element, and tho figures that 
are given will be conservative, as it is 
tho intention of the commissioners to 
examine carefully every statement that 
appears in tlie book. The work, as out- 
lined, will be of iiieglinmblu value to tho 
community, and if encouraged as it de- 
serves to be by every business man in 
tho county, will be published and dis- 
tributed, and will cause a large influx of 
honieseckcrs and capitalists.
